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Tiny Wayside Chapel moving to new home 


Renovations to 
be completed 
before chapel 
once again wel¬ 
comes tourists, wed¬ 
ding parties

The tiny Wayside Chapel 
disappeared from view, but it 
was only temporary—by 
Wednesday it will have a new 
home, just as visible as the 
one it has occupied for the 
last 40 years. 

A rededication service will 
be held Sunday at 2 p.m. for 
anyone interested in seeing 
the renovated chapel and its 

Stuart VanderMeer oper¬ 
ates the farm behind the cha¬ 
pel's former resting place on 
the Niagara River Parkway, 
near Line 8. He and other 
members of the Niagara Falls 


Christian Reformed Church 
have been watching over it 
on property belonging to very 
generous neighbours who 
allowed it to stay for 44 years. 
However, the time had come 
for a new home, or the cha¬ 
pel would be unable to con¬ 
tinue as the tool of evange¬ 
lism for the church, a place 
for tourists to stop for a quiet 
moment of worship or a 
quick photo, and several 
weddings a year. 

Jim Walker of Walker's 
Farm Market saw an article in 
the Advance about a month 
ago, and contacted 
VanderMeer immediately 
about offering a comer of his 
property on the Parkway and 
Line 1—not co-incidentally 
the chapel's first home when 
it was built in 1964. 

After four years at that 
location, it was moved—the 
chapel, which has always 
been open 24 hours a day, 
was too remote for any pro¬ 
tection from vandalism. It 
was moved to Line 8 so 


Smart's parents, Clara and 
Bert VanderMeer, could keep 
an eye on it. 

Walker said before he read 
the Advance article and knew 
the chapel needed a new 
home, he had been talking to 
his wife about his memories 
of it on the Walker property 
when he was a young boy. 
When he learned that a new 
location was being sought, 
he immediately contacted 
VanderMeer, who had said a 
farm market location with 
parking available would be 
perfect. There were other 
offers, but this one has the 
feel of returning the chapel to 
its original home. 

"There has been a lot of 
concern about it People have 
been asking where it went. 
Rest assured it will be back," 
VanderMeer said. 

'We got a lot of calls from 
people who were interested. 
It was just a matter of us mak¬ 
ing up our minds, and we feel 
this is the perfect scenario." 

The little six-foot by 


10-foot wooden structure has 
had a complete overhaul, 
with a new roof and siding so 
that once it is transported to 
its new home, it will be rela¬ 
tively maintenance-free. 
There have also been some 
renovation and alterations 
inside, with a tile floor and 
the pews turned facing for¬ 
ward toward the simple alter. 

Once it has been moved, 
he said, he expects the wed¬ 
dings will begin again—about 
30 take place every year, 
some small, intimate and 
casual services, other larger 
and more elaborate, with 
decorations and bridal party 
members arriving in limou¬ 
sines. His mother, Clara, now 
79, still takes the bookings, 
mostly referred from the 
Niagara Parks Commission, 
and the fee goes to the 
Niagara Falls church. There 
is a local minister available to 
perform the service if the 
couple doesn’t want to make 
their own arrangements, he

The Town has given its 
first nod to an outdoor out¬ 
let mall in the Glendale 

At Monday's planning 
meeting, councillors heard 
from the developer, the 
developer's planner, repre¬ 
sentatives of WhiteOaks 
resort and spa and residents 
of Niagara-on-the-Green, 
all looking forward to the 
construction of the new 
mall, and voted to move it 
forward. 

But some had reserva¬ 
tions after hearing some of 
the concerns of neighbours, 
both residential and com¬ 
mercial. 

Traffic is an issue of 
both. 

Representing the Wakil 
family, owners ofWhiteOaks, 
were Michael Wakil and real 
estate lawyer and developer 
Frank Racioppo, who 
helped develop the Royal 
Niagara Golf Course in 
Niagara-on-the-Green. 

They were asking the 
planning committee for a 
delay in approving the zon¬ 
ing and Official Plan amend¬ 
ment needed to move the 
project forward. 


They have reluctantly 
agreed that the main 
entrance to the mall will be 
opposite WhiteOaks, 
because, as Racioppo 
explained, Ivanhoe 
Cambridge, the mall devel¬ 
opers, won't budge on that 
point. 

But they fear that even 
with the intersection 
improvements planned at 
Glendale and Taylor Road, 
guests of the resort will have 
trouble getting in and out of 
the WhiteOaks parking lot. 

They are especially con¬ 
cerned about "internal 
queuing" while guests wait 
to make a left-hand turn out 
of the hotel parking lot onto 
Taylor Road. 

Racioppo promised an 
"elegant" solution could be 
worked out in two weeks if 
the developer's traffic con¬ 
sultants sit down with 
WhiteOaks' traffic consul¬ 
tants, but without the defer¬ 
ral, there is no impetus to 
make that happen, and 
promises will be made that 
a solution will be worked 
out in the future—a solu¬ 
tion that may not work for 
WhiteOaks. 

"We need 100 percent 
attention from the develop¬ 
er. Allow two private parties 
to deal one on one," he 
asked councillors, suggest¬ 
ing that once the amend¬ 
ments were approved, the 
developer has no responsi¬ 
bility to solve problems that 
have been created for 
WhiteOaks. 

"The only way we can 
work together is if you force 
us through a deferral to 
work together," said 


Racioppo. 

But councillors agreed to 
the amendments, some 
suggesting there are still 
opportunities for the traffic 
consultants to work togeth¬ 
er, and that the Ministry of 
Transport, the Region and 
the Town will all be involved 
in future discussions. 

There will also be more 
time for public input after 
the final approvals are in 
place but before the bylaws 
are passed, councillors were 
reminded. 

Residents also praised 
the project but voiced con¬ 
cerned about the volume of 
traffic, and also the noise. 

There were requests for 
sidewalks, bike lanes and 
pedestrian pathways 
through to the oudet mall, 
so residents of Niagara-on- 
the-Green can travel safely 
on bike or foot when they 
leave their subdivision. 

Lighting was also men¬ 
tioned as an issue, but a site 
plan must be submitted and 
approved which will cover 
all the details the residents 
mentioned, and councillors 
promised to be mindful of 
their concerns. 

The Glendale Outlet 
Centre, stretching from 
Leon's at Homer Road to 
Taylor Road, will be the 
largest open-air mall in 
Canada, with room for a 
large anchor store and two 
"mini-anchors," as yet 
unnamed. 

There will be restaurants, 
a food court and an enter¬ 
tainment area, in addition 
to high-end retail stores. 

Tonight's approval must 
be ratified by council, and

at that point Ivanhoe 
Cambridge can move ahead 
with the process—a defer¬ 
ral, said vice president of 
development David Baffa, 
could mean earth won't 
turn this August, and the 
domino effect could mean 
the mall opening, expected 
in May, 2014, would be 
delayed as much as a year, 
to the following spring. 

Ivanhoe Cambridge is 


one of the 10 largest devel¬ 
opers in Canada, and the 
company responsible for 
Vaughan Mills, north of 
Toronto. 

The $150-million project 
was described as a tourism 
destination that would com¬ 
pliment the wineries, 
Niagara Falls and other 
attractions in the area, with 
many of its visitors coming 
from outside the region. 


The project is expected 
to bring about 1,000 con¬ 
struction jobs to the area, 
and once open, will employ 
more than 1,500 full- and 
part-time workers. 

Niagara-on-the-Lakewill 
share about $7.8 million in 
development charges with 
the Region, and could 
expect about $1 million a 
year in commercial taxes 
for the town coffers.

She was relieved, of 
course, that the Friday 
night event was flawless, 
both from the perspective 
of Wallenda and his crew, 
who looked after the wire, 
the walk and all the accom¬ 
panying details, and the 
Niagara Parks 

Commission. 

The provincial agency 
was tasked with seeing that 
the 100,000 people who 
watchedfromthe Canadian 
side did so safely, that there 
was no cost of the event to 
the Parks Commission, 
and that its mandate, that 


the natural beauty and 
splendor of the falls, 
remain the focus of the 

That was the crucial ele¬ 
ment to agreeing to the 
tightrope walk, and it was a 
"great victory" to see it 
respected—but what was 
unexpected was the atten¬ 
tion of the world focused 
on the falls, she said. 

Although she was hesi¬ 
tant at first—the Parks 
Commission originally 
turned down Wallenda's 
proposal—Thomson says 
she has no doubt that let¬ 
ting it proceed was the 
right decision, first, 


because he proved himself 
to be a professional, and 
second, because of the 
value to Niagara Falls, 
Niagara-on-the-Lake and 
the Niagara Region, of hav¬ 
ing the eyes of the world 
directed this way. 

The impact will be stud¬ 
ied by the Parks 
Commission and the prov¬ 
ince, but projections were 
for a $20 million spin-off. 

"There is no way at this 
point to know the actual 
impact," she says," but for 
the Parks, our goal was to 
have costs covered, and 
we're sure we did that." 

But even in NOTL, she 


says, she had one store 
owner thank her Saturday 
"for allowing it to happen," 
because the impact was 
felt in town over the week¬ 
end. 

And it will continue, with 
international journalists 
who were here for days 
before and after the event 
going on winery tours, 
horse and carriage rides, 
attending a Jackson Triggs 
concert and the 1812 
bicentennial opening at 
Queenston Heights. 

Those journalists will 
now will go back to their 
home towns to tell their 
stories about NOTL as well

Cause of rare 

A man sentenced to 
death by the King was 
granted a reprieve of one 

He discovered that the 
King was a lover of horses 
and promised that within 
a year he would teach the 
King’s horse to fly. His 
friends laughed at him. 
But the man explained, 
“Within a year the King 
may die, or the horse may 
die, or I may die. Besides, 
who knows?

I recently told this story 
of hope to a friend who 
was becoming increasing¬ 
ly incapacitated by idio¬ 
pathic pulmonary fibrosis 
(IPF), a disease with no 
known cure. 

IPF is the most com¬ 
mon interstitial lung dis¬ 
ease (ILD), a group of 
diseases affecting the tis¬ 
sue and space around the 
air sacs in the lungs. These 
diseases are more rare 
that asthma, chronic 
obstructive lung disease

life-limiting. Yet most 
people and some doctors 
have never heard of this 
problem. 

I never suspected that 
my tennis partner had 
idiopathic pulmonary 
fibrosis. But in recent 
years it became apparent 
that something was wrong. 
He developed a dry hack¬ 
ing cough, chest discom¬ 
fort, progressive shortness 
of breath, fatigue and 
weakness. 

This happens because 


disease often 

IPF causes extensive, pro¬ 
gressive, scarring of lung 
tissue. The alveoli (air 
sacs) in the lungs stiffen 
and become thick, 
decreasing the amount of 
oxygen in the blood 
stream. In effect, IPF is a 
slow strangulation of the 
body’s oxygen supply, 
essential for life. 

My friend remarked, 
“It takes hours to do any¬ 
thing. It’s like being 
trapped under water and 
trying to surface for air.” 

As the disease pro¬ 
gresses and the amount of 
functioning lung tissue 
diminishes, other prob¬ 
lems make life increas¬ 
ingly difficult. Pressure 
may build up in pulmo¬ 
nary arteries putting 
excess strain on the heart 
which, in turn, begins to 
fail. 

In many cases doctors 
cannot pin-point a cause 
for ILD. But in others the 
cause is obvious, such as 
when miners inhale coal

unknown, but research allows for hope 


dust or asbestos, for 
instance. Others develop 
scarring of the lung by 
working long hours sand 
blasting or bird farming. 

There is also a condi¬ 
tion called hypersensitivi¬ 
ty pneumonitis often due 
to inhaling dust contami¬ 
nated with bacterial, fun¬ 
gal or animal products. 

Smoking makes the ill¬ 
ness worse. In addition, 
some connective tissue 
diseases such as rheuma¬ 
toid arthritis, scleroderma, 
sarcoidosis and radiation 
therapy to the chest cause 
lung scarring. 

As readers know I have 
repeatedly warned about 
the dangers of excessive 
and often needless radia¬ 
tion therapy. 

The diagnosis of pul¬ 
monary fibrosis is made 
by lung doctors using lung 
function tests, high-reso¬ 
lution CAT scans of the 
chest and/or a lung biop¬ 
sy. 

The pathologist can 


confirm the presence of 
scarring. 

Unfortunately there 
are no approved treat¬ 
ments for IPF except for 
double lung transplant. In 
the past doctors used a 
combination of predni¬ 
sone and azathioprine 
with an antioxidant to 
treat IPF. Recently, how¬ 
ever, this approach was 
found to be much more 
harmful than placebo and 
is no longer recommend¬ 
ed. 

That’s why it’s so 
important for patients to 
take charge of their own 
lives. This means trying to 
avoid infection and mak¬ 
ing sure they are vacci¬ 
nated against pneumonia. 

Knowing you have an 
incurable disease with just 
a few years to live is never 
easy to accept. Patients 
desperately hope the diag¬ 
nosis is wrong and often 
frantically search the 
internet looking for a 
cure. And the more they 


delve into IPF the more 
confused they become, 
particularly when no 
apparent cause for the 
scarring can be found. 

The average length of 
life from the time of IPF 
diagnosis is two to five 

But the course of the 
disease varies from patient 
to patient. For some its 
course is rapid and for 
others a slow gradual one. 
Fortunately fate can be 
kind as some patients 
have lived as long as 20 
years. 

What about the future? 
Recently the Canadian 
Pulmonary Fibrosis 
Foundation, along with a 
team of researchers at the 
University of Toronto, is 
exploring the use of new 
anti-scarring therapies in 
fighting this disease. 

There is always hope. 
Those inflicted with IPF 
may live to see that the 
King’s horse has learned 
to fly. 
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Physicians, town committee send response to hospital closure 


Beds must stay 
for convalescing 
locals and those 
needing pallia¬ 
tive care

The Town committee 
responsible for looking at 
local health care and the 
Niagara-on-the-Lakefam- 
ily physicians have sent 
their responses to Dr. 
Kevin Smith, who has rec¬ 
ommended that the NOTL 
Hospital be closed. 

Their responses are 
similar and overlap in 
many areas: chiefly, that 
some beds for elderly 
patients requiring inpa¬ 
tient care, or those requir¬ 


ing hospice or palliative 
care, remain in town by 
designating some beds in 
nursing and retirement 
homes in the community 
for those purposes; that 
the NOTL physicians, the 
nurse practitioner walk-in 
clinic and all other outpa¬ 
tient services currently 
offered at the NOTL 
Hospital, such as lab 
work, x-rays, ultrasounds, 
chiropody, audiology, 
OHIP-covered physio¬ 
therapy, optometry and 
internal medicine, remain 
in town; and that the 
NOTL Hospital building 
be turned over to the 
Town, at least temporari¬ 
ly, so that those services 
can continue under one 

The responses also 
suggest that one-time 
funding be allocated to 
cover renovations to the 


hospital building. 

It's not surprising the 
two responses contain 
several overlapping sug¬ 
gestions—Dr. David 
Reimer and Dr. Karen 
Berti, two of the 10 physi¬ 
cians who worked togeth¬ 
er on their response, were 
part of the town com- 
mmittee, along with Lord 
Mayor Dave Eke, the town 
Chief Administrative 
Officer Mike Galloway, 
Maria Bau-Coote, a coun¬ 
cillor and also executive 
director of the town's 
family health team, and 
two local developers. 

Having the town take 
over the hospital, says Dr. 
Reimer, was the sugges¬ 
tion of the town commit- 

There would have to be 
some clarification from 
Dr. Smith and the Niagara 
Hospital System regard¬ 


ing the nurse practitioner 
at the hospital and who 
would fund that role, said 
Dr. Reimer—the position 
is currently funded by the 
Ministry of Health sepa¬ 
rately from the family 
health team, and admin¬ 
istered by the NHS. 

That particular point is 
important, he said, 
because the nurse practi¬ 
tioner sees patients who 
are not part of the family 
health team—both locals 
who don't have a family 
doctor and visitors from 
out of town. 

The town committee 
report also finds that an 
important consideration 
so that the millions of vis- 

year, many from Ontario 
and with provincial health 
care, have access to health 
care while in NOTL. 

The committee also felt 


strongly that services at 
the hospital remain there 
at one location, and that 
there should be beds for 
convalescent and pallia¬ 
tive care at the hospital 
until arrangements can 
be made with the long¬ 
term care facilities to pro¬ 
vide them. 

"Given our high senior 
population and limited 
transit services, these 
patients need to be close 
to their loved ones," said 
Lord Mayor Dave Eke in 
the town committee's 
response. 

He told the Advance 
that beds need to be kept 
at the NOTL Hospital until 
they can be replaced. 

Whether the entire 
family health team with 
all 10 doctors would be 
located under one roof, or 
some at the Virgil medical 
clinic as they are now, still

needs to be addressed, he 
said. 

But the ultimate goal of 
the committee is that ser¬ 
vices not be lost in NOTL, 
that if anything, health 
care be improved for resi-

Local lover of history writes of Commons 


> Dr. Richard

It's been years in the 
writing, and decades since 
Dr. Richard Merritt con¬ 
templated writing a com¬ 
prehensive history of the 
Commons, that important 
historic property now 
home to the Shaw Festival, 
the hospital, three National 
Historic Sites, playing 


fields, recreational trails 
enjoyed by people, dogs, 
cyclists and in-line skaters, 
and remnants of first- 
growth forest in Paradise 

For 250 years, a large 
tract of oak savannah at the 
mouth of the Niagara River, 
designated as a Military 
Reserve, has witnessed a 
rich military and political 
history: the site of the first 
parliament of Upper 
Canada; a battleground 
during the War of 1812; 
annual summer militia 
camps and the training 
camp for tens of thousands 
of men and women during 
the First and Second World 
Wars 

In the midst of the 
Reserve stood the symbolic 
Indian Council House, 
where thousands 
of Native allies 
received their 


annual presents and par¬ 
ticipated in treaty negotia- 

From its inception, this 
territory was regarded 
locally as common lands, 
and it's still considered the 
Commons. 

The Fort George Military 
Reserve was originally 444 
acres; the Commons is now 
285 acres protected from 
further development. 

It was about 20 years 
ago that Dr. Merritt was an 
editor and contributing 
author of The Capital Years, 
which was published by 
Dundum, and he began 
thinking then about writ¬ 
ing a history of the 
Commons. 

Since then he has col¬ 
lected stories and photo¬ 
graphs; the actually writing 
began about three years

Early on in the pro¬ 
cess, Dundurn agreed to 
publish it, and although 
some negotiating went on 
regarding the size of the

There are different 
forms of autism that affect 
the body's senses—but in 
every case the disease 
affects families. 

Kim Elltoft became 
familiar with Asperger 
Syndrome—a high func¬ 
tioning form of autism— 
when her son was diag¬ 
nosed with it at the age of 
five. 

“It was a long process 
to diagnosis him because 
at the time there wasn’t 
much awareness about it,” 
says Elltoft. 

Through connecting 
with Austim Ontario, 
Elltoft says she learned 
more about the disease, 
which varies from person 
to person with different 
types of symptoms, and 
often includes difficulties 
or delays in the area of 
social communication. 

Autism Ontario provid¬ 
ed the contacts she need¬ 
ed for further information 
and help, including sum¬ 
mer camp for her son. 

Raising a child with 
autism can be very frus¬ 
trating, says Elltoft, espe¬ 
cially when others make 

understanding. 



But without Autism 
Ontario, "we would have 
had so many more frus¬ 
trations." 

There are many things 
about autism that people 
don't know about—some¬ 
times children can be per¬ 
ceived as argumentative, 
or that they are “just bad 
kids" with behaviour 
problems. 

But that is not true, 
says Elltoft—children with 
autism are “really regular 
children with some limi¬ 
tations.” 

Elltoft describes her 
son as a very social per¬ 
son with many friends, 
and a lot of interests. 

“He loves ghosts, and 
history. He likes to find 
out as much as he can and 
he is not afraid to ask 
questions.” 

Of course there are 
moments when Elltoft 
says her son becomes

frustrated—that’s why 
friends and teachers know 
when to give him space. 

It’s important to raise 
awareness for autism 
because many people still 
do not know much about 
it, says Elltoft. 

That’s why she is help¬ 
ing organize a fundraiser 
for Autism Ontario—to 
raise funds and awareness 
for the disease. 


Sue Danychuk, orga¬
